| AGREE WITH U. S. 
SUPREME COURT IN 
REAPPORTIONMENT CASES 


For once in a long time the 
U, S. Supreme Court has hand- 
ed down a ruling with which 
I am in agreement. It is the 
Court's order to the lower Fed- 
eral courts to determine whet- 
her a State is living up to its 
own constitutional require- 
ments to reapportion its own 
legislature, If the Court's rul- 
ing had been one imposing 
something upon the State con- 
trary to the State’s own con- 
stitution and laws, I would be 
just as much opposed to it 
as to other rulings that have 
done that, But it imposes noth- 
ing from outside the state or 
from Washington, but oniy 
that we comply with our own 
constitution. 


When the present constitu- 
tion was adopted in 1901 it fix- 
ed the number of represena- 
tives from the various counties 
at from 1 to 6 each, supposed- 
ly according to population but 
in fact giving an advantage to 
a number of black belt coun- 
ties. Then this constitution 
provided that the legislature 
should reapportion itself every 
ten years following the Feder- 
al census, population changes 
being taken into consideration 
jin fixing the new apportion- 
ment,

not one change to bring ap- 
portionment in line with popu- 
lation. Some counties, especi- 
ally in the black belt where 
they were given some advant- 
age to start with, have lost 
population. Some have lost so 
heavily that they do not now 
have half as many people in 
the county as they had in 1901, 


Others have doubled and quad- 
rupled but have been denied 
increased representation as 
the constitution provides for, 
Every effort to reapportion 
has been blocked by the repre- 
sentatives from those counties 
that haye held on to their un- 
due advantage. Thus it has gone 
from bad to worse for 60 years, 
The advantages and disadvant 
ages have become so dispro- 
portionate that some counties 
have twelve to fifteen times as 


;}much power in proportion to 


population as some others have 
to make laws under which all 
must live and to levy taxes 
which all must pay.
